Screwworm Program 
|Headquarters Set Up 
At Sebring Air Base 
| SEBRING — The screwworm 


eradication program, a cooperative 
{undertaking by the Florida Live- 


| stock Board and the United States 
Department of Agriculture, has 
| established headquarters at the 


Sebring Air Base, Sebring, Florida. 
A hangar at the former Hen- 
dricks Field willbe remodeled to 
meet the extensive space require- 
ine plant de- 
signed to produce 50;million sterile 
screwworm flies per week when 
the program reaches peak produc-! 
tion in the summer of 1958. 

Plans for the completely mech- 
anized plant are still in formative 
stages. Nearly all operations will 
be automatic, ‘synchronized with 
the life cycle of the screwworm. 
Special facilities are being design- 
ed to carry the insects through 
every stage of development from 
the eggs of laboratory brood stock 
to adult flies. 

The insects will be made sexual- 
ly sterile by exposure in the pupal | 
stage to radioactive cobalt-60; 
They retain no radioactivity, how- 
ever, and are not a source of radia- 
tion to persons or livestock. The 
flies will be released from air 
planes in large numbers to mate 
with wild flies and begin a popu- 
lation decline that is expected to 
result in complete extermination of 
screwworms in’ Florida and the 
| Southeast. Confidence in this re- 
sult is based on previous exper- 
ience on the Caribbean Island of 
Curacao, where screwworm was 
eradicated in 1954.
